favor of Brooks Hays last spring. 
Judge Sheffield charged in a political 
address that Cazort, Dew and Allen 
Winham, campaign manager for Hays, 
had offered $1,500 to him to withdraw 
from ' the t-ace.

fected an unusual device which, 
when amplified, exactly duplicates 
the magnificent tonul sonority of the 
\rorlfl famous "Big Ben" chimes lo- 
cated ill the tower of the House of 
1'urliaiiiGUt in London. 


This unassuming looking mecha- 


nism, inclosed in an ordinary wood- 
en box, employs a lever which sete 
up the necesaury vibrations by 
opening and closing a circuit. In- 
stalled in the tower of the court- 
house at Camden, and broadcast 
through 9 banks of 20 amplifiers 
each, this synthetic "Big Ben" re- 
ceived its baptism recently as a 
part of celebrations during which 
Camden was dedicated the "Radio 
Center of the World." The ponder- 
ous "tolling" of this scientific alarm 
clock reverberated pver the city and 
the surrounding countryside for 
yearly ten miles. Music also was 
broadcast in this Jtashion, as 


several speeches, which could he 
clearly heard for miles around. 
During the same day, a two-way 
communication experiment with an 
UCA Communications plane flying 
over tho city was picked up by n 
radio 
receiver 
and 
rii-brondcast 


from tho tower. 


Some idea of Iho enormity of 


power which is represented by 
these 180 amplifiers may be gaiuod 
through a comparison with 
thu 


power developed in an ordinary ra- 
dio receiver. The average receiver 
such as is in use in the homo, 
is capable of developilig 2 or three 
watts oi! audio-frequency energy. 
The amplifying system which was 
used, for the "Big Ben" demonstra- 
tion developed COO watts of umlis- 
torted audio-frequency energy. 


Mr. Alfred R. Petitt, the RCA 


Victor Engineer who conceived the 
"Big Ben1' device, pointed out the 
utilitarian possibilities of such an 
amplifying system. 


"What we achieved the day of 


the Camdeu dedication was more 
iu the nature of a demonstration of 
•what could, be accomplished," said 
Mr. Petitt, "not only In imitating 
•Big Ben1 but also in reproducing its 
tone with fidelity »nd clarity. Think 


ot what such an installation, modi- 
fied, of conr.se, to Mill, local rcnuii'p- 
ments, would moan
